War never settled anything. Charlemagne's 


Uircc grandsons divided Europe among them- 
selves 107S years ago. Charles (lie Bold took the 
.throne of France. Louis the German took Ger- 
many. Soon they fell a-quarrelin™ over the 
lands allotted to the third brother, half-wit Lo- 
Ihnir. Each'' especially wanted LothaJr's prize 
possession, Alsace-Lorraine. Many wars have 
been fought over Ihose "lost provinces" by the 
descendants of Charles and Louis. Each seemed 
decisive — at the time. Nothing was really set- 
tled by the recent war wilh Germany. Diplo- 
mats sb'll arc trying to patch up a peace that will 
hold. The net result is that Europe seems in 
greater danger of another war today than it ap- 
peared to be in 1913. The World War was 
•was fought ''to end wars." We know how they 
have been ended. The Civil War in America 
was fough't lo determine where stales' rights 
ended and federal rights began. 
The question 


remains unsettled. We fought the Revohdioit 
to make us independent, but in the light of our 
inter-relations wilh the rest of the world arc we 
really that? 


Nothing is ever sctllcd by war, for the sim- 


ple reason that you can't kill an idea by murder- 
ing those who admit they share Ihc idea. Only 
reason can change an idea or settle a dispute 
over it. lulling a man doesn't convert him .to an 
an opposite belief. Roman emperors, who tried 
to kill Christianity by throwing Christians lo the 
lions, found lhat'out. Man has tried war since. 
r\vo cave men wanted the same woman. _ War 
lias proved itself a failure as a settler of dis- 
putes. So far, the Chinese arc the only people 
intelligent enough to "get the bunk" of The Great 
Illusion. Will the white race commit suicide be- 
fore it, too, beholds the truth and disarms? 


Centralization 


M 


UCH is being said of late concerning the 


dangers and extravagances which accom- 


pany such centralization of government as now 
exists, and of perils involved in the tendency 
further to consolidate public enterprises in the 
central government at Washington. Scholars, 
and statesmen past and present arc quoted, and 
that there is in it truth which is -worth grasping 
seems more than probable. But thus far argu- 
ment is based largely upon more or less hap- 
hazxard reasoning from particular instances lo 
general conclusions, which may mislead because 
any of these instances might upon full investi- 
gation prove to be the exception to prove a rule 
opposite of the conclusion to which it pointed. 


Some day men interested in this question 


will ,-0 „„ to broader knowledge and better 
founded a.nclusions. They will test conclusions 
by history, rather than by incidents. They will 
lind lime" to study the past to the end that re- 
liable general outlines as to whal 'is sound m 
federal administration can be drawn. 
They 


'•will be able lo say wilh ddiniUidc that certain 
things can better be done in their entirely by 
federal than by stale action, and that other 
things can be done lo greater advantage by Ihc 


-ships. Perhaps they will lind some things thnt 


can be-bcllcr initiated under federal uolicv. but 


belter administered by Uio separate states. 
It 


would seem possible to develop some very useful 
philosophy along these lines, and gradually to 
Dill it into practice. There arc reasons for stucly- 
fng the matter. 
A gulch curtailed for water 


transportation by the federal government be- 
came ;t serviceable highway for automobiles. 
AVc know of no lighthouses being built in in- 
land towns, but the log-rollers have been known 
to erect a $100,000 structure at a crossroads.' The 
expense of these things makes one weep, but 
more important than this is the question of whal 
human service we get from government, andj 
"i.>0(,i 


whal we make impossible, by ridiculous failures. i!isshfc 


There is much that humanity needs which -we 
might gel under competent public administra- 
tion, bul arc nol gelling because of the outcrop- 
lung government failures which 
shatter our 


faith and deter us from taking new chances on 
government efficiency. 


"When this discussion has brought us lo the 


[joint where we sec quite clearly what the fed- 
eral government can do best, and whal the slate 
governments, and what things can best be done 
by joint or co-operative federal and state author- 
ity, we will be in a position lo outline programs 
of vast importance to society .without fear that 
disaster rather than service, will be the fruit of 
llic enterprise. 


Bul in all this one thing should be kept in 


view. The sense of personal interest dimin- 
ishes as the distance between the individual and 
the project increases. A feeling of personal re- 
sponsibility for public affairs is a fundamental 
safeguard of democracy. \Vc dare nol so'ud- 
minisler government as lo have "Ihe people back 
home-" lose interest in it. 
If it isn't their gov- 


ernment, it soon will be bud government. These 
stales arc not lied together in Ihe nation so much 
by Jaw as by a communiiy of interest, and when 
that community of interest ceases lo be fell the 
constitution will prove a poor anchor. 
And so 


no matter what form administration lakes, or 
by what authority it is exercised, it must con-| 
liiuic lo be recognized by Ihe people as some-' 
tiling which through'chosen agencies they arc 
doing for themselves.
